Dear Kirbys 

Did you know that we were not getting a real Union Label at the 
Western Printing Company? It seems that they only had the typo¬ 
graphical Union, and Monday the rest of the people went out on 
strike for better conditions, and Western Printing refused to let 
them unionize. Therefore, all the work has been tied up because 
they have stopped them from using the label. 

I have today changed printers after advising with the men on 
strike. We are giving the work to Jfolfer Printing Company, 416- 
428 Wall Street, Los Angeles. Their price is 3»o a pamphlet, 
which, I think, is a fraction of a cent higher than Western 
Printing; but we will get the Allied Printing Label on the work. 
Also am negotiating with the Union people to take up and help 
distribute the pamphlets and there may be possibilities there 
for a number of pamphlets in the days to come. 

It is costing something to make the change, but no more than 
would be necessary a little later, anyway, on account of type 
wearing out. We have received about 190,000 to date and have 
only a few on hand, but Wolfers promises more by Wednesday, 
certainly. 

On account of this change will need another $1,000 if you can 
get it. Money is coming in rather well on consignments, but 
some of them are plenty slow. We ought to get more just after 
the first of the month. Will know by next week how we stand. 

Do hope all this meets with your approval, and believe you would 
have acted in the same way if you had been here.
